Senator Fountain offered the following resolution, and moved its
adoption :

WHEREAS, Reliable information having heen communicated to us
that twelve Benators had sworn and confederated upon the passage
of a certain measure hy a constitutional majority of this chamber to
resign, for the purpose of breaking a quorum of the Senate, for the
purpose of arresting the machinery of government, therehy defeating
reconstruction and the organization of the State government; and

Whereas, It having been manifest hy a test vote that said measure
would pass by a constitutional majority, the said twelve Senators se
confederating and conspiring, pending the final vete upon the second .
stare of said bill, at a preconcerted signal, ina bedy, abandoned their
seats, and by said revolutionary act suspended the entive constitutional
action of the Sepate by depriving it of a quorum of its members;
wheretipon, the Sergeant-at-Arms being directed by the President of
the Senate, ex officio Lieutenant Governor of the State, to arrest
said recusant and revolutionary members, and said Sergeant-at-Arms
reporting that one of said Senators did violently resist arrest, and
refuged to return to his seat as ordered by the President of the Senate
and ex-officio Lieutenant-Grovernor; and,

WuongEas, The Sergeant-at-Arms was again directed at once to
arrest at least sufficient to make a quoram, in order
that the business of the Senate might proceed without further revel- -
utionary delay; and '

Whereas, Said officer, upon atiempting to execute arrest,
was foreibly detained or confined such & length of time in
the room, in which said Senators had entrenched themselves by lock~
ing the door, to lead to the presmmption that he was forebly

and vmlently detained, making it necessary, in the judg-
ment of the President of the Senate and ex-officio Lieu-
tenant Governor, to empower, by warrant, three assistant
sergeants-at-arms, to rescue the principal C’~erm* t-at-Arms,
and to execute the writ that had been ormnmll} intrusted
to the same; whereupon, sceing the futility of further
resistance to the constituted zmtho;itiess of the State of Texas, the
said recusant and revolutionary Scnators veturned to the Cha mber
assuming that their action was voluntary ; and

Wasreas, In consideration of the ahove contempt of the Sendte
and the said reslat'mce taken into connection with the well.under-
stood threat, prior to the test vote, of the declared intention of said
recusant members to resign, and thereby dissolve the State Govern-
ment, the Sergeant-at-Arms having been unable to make bis arrest
hy ¢ said foreible detention and captivity, the Lieutenant-Governor,
ex-officio, in his place, did formally order said vecusant and 1’ev_01u-
tionary Cenators under arrest; therefore, be it

Resolved, That a select committec of five be appointed to examine
into the case of each individual Senator so arrested and so charged
with revoluticnary design and conduct, speedily as in each individoal
case the facts may be reached, and that said select eommittee shall
Lave power to administer caths and send for persons and papers.

Senator Parsons moved the previous question. Previous guestion
seconded.

The Chair then put the question, *Shall the main guestion be
put 7’ Blain gnestion ordered.

Resolved, That the aforesaid specml committee he authorized and
aequn ed to proceed at once to inguire into the truth of this charge,
and that this commiitee be required to report to the Senate on
to-morrow their action in the premises.

Senator Baylor moved to refer the resolution to the spesial com-
mittee appointed by the president under resolution of Semator
Fountain,
